Sewer Problem 


Still Bothers 


Forced to Spray Chemicals 
on Drain to Prevent 
Disease 


While W. P. A. men frequently 
sprayed the errant Sewage on the 
Shawsheen W. P. A. diverting drain 
job with chemicals, local public 
works and health authorities this 
week continued to study the prob- 
lem of what should be done to 
remedy a bad health Situation, Ble- 
vations are being taken by the B. 
P. W. in the Dufton road section, 
and the chances are that a sewer 
if authorized by the town would 
take care of both Dufton and Burn- 
ham roads and empty into the 
deeply-laid sewer on Arundel street. 
At present large tanks of a chemi- 
cal mixture are kept at the drain, 
and frequent spraying is necessary. 

Yesterday the health authorities 
turned their attention again to Pine 
Street, with Dr. Archibald and a 
State health department engineer 
accompanying chairman Franklin 
H. Stacey of the local health board 
to the scene. They also paid a visit 
to Ballardvale, On the lower end of 
Pine _ street, Chairman Stacey 
states, during the rainy season the 
sewage flows from the cesspools 
into a wet-season brook which 
crosses Summer street near the Dea 
property and empties into Rogers 
Brook. In the dry season, he stated, 
the sewage ig absorbed by the 
ground.
